Just how many developed from:these, subsequently, lam : 
not able to state, as:some' were scattered over the country 
and others in the City of Portland. , 


In all cases the ‘usual forms and regulations- of quaran- 
tine duties were observed, the sick. properly cared for and . 
the wants and comforts of passengers duly attended to. ` 
| Ta the cases of quarantine that occurred at Portland, the» _ 
duties were ‚performed by competent physicians under my 
directions. This seemed to be quite satisfactory to the 
City. authorities, and saved them from any expense, all of - 
which was borne by the vessels quarantined. Those oc- 
curring at this port have been attended without charge for 
professional or other services. In all cases the: actual ež- ` 
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" pensés for taking care ‘of the sick,. and Katera user] for 


‘disinfecting purposes have been cóllected from the vessels 
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The above named. cases with one exception “(tliat of the 
John L. Stephens, which occurred in June, 1872),.are the 


‘only cases of small pox which Tam aware of that have 


been introduced by the. mouth of thé ‘Coluinbia River, 
The-sanitary condition" of _passenger-carrying vessels, has 
generally been, good—but ; few cases ot typhus or ‘ship- 
fever occurring among the. passengers. There have been 
some cases “of searletina ‚and measles during the Spring 
and Summer months—which i are not generally déemed of 
such a nature, „asto require, quarantine duties.
